To United States fighting men—and their 


fam ilies, too-Korea means shot and shell, 


death and devastation. 
But in the UN at­ 


mosphere at Lake Success, Korea seems to 


mean something else, something almost un­ 


real. 


As U. S. dead strew the frozen terrain of 
Korea, the UN’s 6l)-nation political and Se­ 
curity 
Committee listens 
quietly and 
at 
length to a man whom every UN member 
knows to be one of the world’s most bare­ 
faced liars. It is Jacob Malik at his same 
vicious theme—the United States wants war, 
American troops are the aggressors in Ko­ 
rea. 


At this futile and frustrated session, the 
American delegate, 
Warren Austin, 
said 
something 
once more about the 
United 
States remaining “ready to engage in dis­ 
cussions 
with the Chinese 
Communist 
regime at an appropriate time and in an 
appropriate forum.” 


“If hostilities 
continue”, he said, 
“our 
troops will fight on in Korea.” There had 
been so much obscure phraseology by tired 
diplomats that no one bothered to ask what 
he meant. 


Then the political and security committee 
heard another speech—by India’s Sir Sene­ 
gal Rau, chairman of the Assembly*!; Truce 
Committee, reporting Red China’s rejection 
of a cease-fire. It heard Sir Senegal enu­ 
merate the outrageous demands his truce 
team had received from Peiping, including 
admission of Red China to the UN. 


Finally the committee adjourned for two 
days so that its 
members could 
“consult 
each other and their governments”. About 
what? Is the UN proving useless in meeting 
a situation like this. 


Meanwhile, U. S. fighting men are nobly 
trying to stave off an overwhelming enemy 
whose main bases of supply in Manchuria 
are shielded from U. S. air attack through 
fear that we will 
make Red China 
and 
Russia mad. 


Isn’t there too much talk and too little 
action? 


Here's An Idea 
One of the many rumors flying around is 


that two 
generals now working 
for Mao 
Tse-tung, dictator 
of Communist 
China, 


have hinted that if paid enough they might 


be willing to desert the Communist cause. 


That, for gold, they might order their arm­ 


ies to fight against Moscow. 


Fantastic as this rumor sounds, maybe it 


should be looked into. Washington has been 


tossing billions around overseas, often with 
little if anything to show for them. Possibly 
with a few 
hundred thousand 
dollars it 
could buy a renewal 
of the Chinese civil 
war. 
If so, this 
would free the 
U. S. of 
Asiatic pressure and enable this country to 
prepare for the main enemy, Russia. 


Apparently the commies bought some of 
Chiang 
Kai-shek’s generals. 
If that’s the 
way the Asiatics want to play the game, 
the United States—with far more money 
than Russia—ought to be able to take a 
hand. 


With the skill Washington has developed I 
in buying votes it ought to be able to buy a 
couple of commie generals with the great­ 
est of ease.

Gls in Korea Grasp Facts of W ar 


clan is necessary to find the cause;

WITH UN FORCES SOUTH OF 
SEOUL —(ZP)— The American 
soldiers in Korea Is getting more 
American every day. 
It might be worth the salary 
of a couple of dozen good psy­ 
chiatrists to make him even more 
so. They ought to be Chinese 
psychiatrist*, for the Chinese are 
doing the most to teach him why 
he is here and 
I what he is light­ 
ing for. 
The more A- 
f m erican he gets, 
I the madder 
an 
American soldier 
[becomes at feel­ 
in g lie is being 
“pushed around— 
rial Boyle 
or that his own 
country is being threatened. 
Under the blue aud white flag 
of the United Nations he fought ' 
here for months without 
any 
idea of what it was all about. 
In that respect, the American 
soldier was like the average A- 
merican civilian. Who at home or 
here really felt in his heart what 
the w ar was about'’ 
To be told they were fighting 
for the principle of the UM meant 
little to the first American troops 


here, because to them the idealism 
wasn’t clear. 
A boy from Kentucky did not 
see that as long as a grandmother 
in Seoul lived in fear his own 
grandm other in Paducah could 
not really live in safety--not at 
the speed the world is moving 
now toward chaos or unity. 
How could he see it when his 
own grandm other didn’t see it 
herself and perhaps complained 
because he was sent to fight in a 
far foreign war? 
Tho army did m ake--and still 
is m aking--an attem pt to indoc­ 
trinate American soldiers into the 
whys and wherefores that brought 
them here, and the reasons for 
their sacrifices. That campaign has 
hardly been successful. 
“They give us a poop sheet a 
mile long full of 25-eent words 
about what we were fighting for," * 
’said one soldier in Korea 
has 
probably fought more often in 
obedience to orders than to ex ­ 
press his own hatred of the en­ 
emy and what the enemy stands 
for. 
The w ithdrawal forced upon his 
arm y by the entrance of 
the 
Chinese masses 
into war 
has 
changed all that. It has awakened 
the American soldier as nothing 


the 
se could to the reality of 
world Communist menace. 
He did not like being pushed 
around at the start of the war 
by the more numerous forces of 
North Korea, but North Korea 
after all was only a small part 
of a small, divided nation. 
Most soldiers realized after the 
first shock that they would in 
time get the extra troops 
anti 
weapons needed to localize the 
Situation. They did. The North 
Korean arm y was decisively and 
impersonally beaten. 
‘T could never see much reason 
for fighting over here for the 
United Nations," said one t i ­ 
dier. “but since the Chinese b utt­ 
ed in, I fee! I’m fighting for the 
U. s. A .--and that’s another thing 
with me.” 
His attitude is typical-«and it 
has already borne results. The 
Chinese have forced Hie Am eri­ 
can soldiers here from a nebulous 
world patriotism, that they didn’t 
quite understand, back down to 
bedrock national patriotism, that 
they didn’t quite understand--the 
defense of their own country. 
That should have after-effects 
healthy for American solidarity 
in the long pull, whether it brings 
a decision here.

M YRTLE BEACH, S. C. - The 
famous gardens of the South Caro­ 
lina coast country such as Mag­ 
nolia and Midddleton and others, 
©pen from now on until May, have 
become known to generations of 
Americans and people all over the 
world. 
A new garden, becoming better 
known each year. and distinctly 
different from the rest, is Brook­ 
green, a museum garnished by na­ 
ture’s beauty. Not privately owned 
like the rest, it is open the year 
'round and admission is free. 
It contains the largest outdoor 
collection of sculpture in the world 
and it is an awe-inspiring sight In 
the middle of winter as well as in 
the spring, when the coastal coun­ 
try becomes a riot of color. Brook­ 
green is situated between Myrtle 
Beach and Georgetown, about 70 
miles up the coast from Charles­ 
ton. 


One does not find at Brookgreen 
the same fairylands of color that 
seem to set the shadows on fire, 
but the combination of luxuriant 
flora and sculptured fauna is un­ 
like anything else in the world. 
The setting is both romantic and 
mysterious, in a part of the coun­ 
try once made up of Colonial 
, baronies and the haunts of pirates

Gradually the 
idea of Brookgreen Gardens de­ 
veloped. It became a setting for 
famous pieces of sculpture from 
all over the world.

The ground under the oaks 
is always green with English ivy.

The central pool of the gardens 
has for the centerpiece the huge 
figure of a man bending an alliga­ 
tor, a work of Robert A. Baillie. 
There are other massive groups all 
over the place, as are native flow­ 
ers in specially designed beds. 
Dozens of pieces of sculpture are 
in the statuary museum, surround­ 
ing an enclosed pool. Near the en­ 
trance to the 10,000-acre gardens 
the Huntingtons will soon place a 
massive work of sculpture recently 
finished by Mrs. Huntington. To 
the left of the immense gardens is 
a zoo which contains a collection 
of animal and bird species native 
to the region.
